accomplished at the current. legisla- 
tive: session, but they found cause for 
worry, judged by the admissions of 
fome. of President Coolidge’s most 
loyal supporters, in the prospect, as 
they see it, that a demand for lower 
tariff rates will have’the psychological 
effect of changing general prosperity 
into economic depression, with a pos- 
sible detrimental reaction on their ef- 
fort. to retain party control. of both 
houses of Congress through the elec- 
tions to be held this year. :

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4. — President 
Coolidge sent a°message today to Con- 
gress in which he signified this coun- 
try’s acceptance of the League. of Na- 
tions’ invitation to participate in a 
preparatory conference on arms limita- 
tiqgn and recommended an appropria- 
tion of $50,000 to cover the expenses 
of participation. 

In his message he emphasized that 
acceptance of this invitation to ar- 
range for an agenda for the main dis- 
armament conference did net commit 
the United States to attend the later 


conference. This is a question, “he

He asserted that so far as 
liminary ‘ conference. was concerned, 
“we ought to give our aid gna co: 
operation to the fullest extent consis- 
tent ‘with the policies which we have 
adopted.” 

Calls U Our Policy. 

The President re-emphasized this 
Government’s policy in favor of dis- 
armament as a means of lessening 
wars and saving taxes, and in accord- 
ance with that policy, the United 
States, he said, should receive with 
sympathy and support any measure 
having ‘a tendency to bring about these 
results. 

Immediately upon the reading of the 
message in the House, Representative 
Temple of Pennsylvania, a member of 
the Foreign Affair, Committee, intro- 
duced a biil’to carry out the Presi- 
dent’s request. It was referred to the 
Foreign Affairs Committee, which is 
expected to report it favorably within 
a few days. ; 

There appears to be no objection in 
Congress to American representation 
in the preliminary conference. Until 
Congress has granted the appropria- 
tion, which will mean that it approves 
American participation in the prepara- 
tory conference, the President will not 
formally notify the League of Nations 
Council of this country’s acceptance of 
the invitation.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—An extended 
and frank statement of the reasons the 
Administration believes the Congres- 
sional opponents of the tentative war- 
time debt funding agreements reached 
last year with Italy, Belgium and other 
European nations should :iraw in their 
horns and ratify the compacts with- 
out unfortunate controversy was made 
today before the House Ways and 
Means Committee by Secretary Mellon, 
Chairman cf the American Debt Com- 
mission. . 

While Mr. Mellon referred to the 
policy which had guided the commis- 
sion in making with Great Britain and 
other nations agreements which have 
been’ accepted by Congress, he de- 
voted most of argument to the 
Italian and elgian negotiations, 
against which the opposition in .Con- 
gress headed by Senators Borah, Re- 
publican, and Reed; Democrat, of 
Missouri, has already. made itself heard 
in bitter denunciatibh. - * 
Opposes Making “a. China of Italy.“ 

In the case of Italy, Secretary 
Mellon said, to apply terms compar- 
able to those contained in the British- 
American agreement would be to im- 
pose a burden which the Italian people 
could not pay and would mean only 
that “‘the United States would receive 
nothing.” Stch ah additional tax; he 
said, would foree the /ftalian people 
below the level at Which life can be 
supported, and, he added, “we should 
have made a China of Italy.” 

To back up these statements, the 
Secretary presented a mass of figures 
which gave a comparison of the physi- 
cal assets, foreign trade, national and 
individual incomes, taxes’ and other 
economic factors of all the nations 
involved, including the United States, 

Insistence on a funding agreement in 
excess of the capacity of the nation 
to pay, Mr. Mellon told the commit- 
tee, would, in his opinion, justify it 
in refusing to make any settlement. 

“It follows,” he said, “that those 
who insist upon impossible terms are, 
in the final analysis, working for an 
entire repudidtion of the debts. The 
only other alternative which they 
might urge ig that the United States 
go to wat to: éollect.” 

Says Fair Terms Aid Farmers. 


Secretary Mellon also gave food for 
thought to the opponents from the 
wheat and cotton belts by pointing out 
that equitable debt settlements would 
develop abroad markets for the surplus 
products of the farms. It was because 
of this, and not: to bring profit to those 
who wish to loan money “aproad, he 
said, that the American commission 
had recommended equitable det set- 
tlements which would serve to stabil- 
ize Europe. A

‘BIG HUTCH’ BEFORE SMITH. 


California Extradition Case, Involv- 
ing Parole, Puzzles Government. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY,. Jan. 4:—Governor Smith 
faced a new problem in extradition to- 
day. in the application of Governor 


Richardson of California for the re- 
turn to that State of Everett A. 
Hutchins, better known as. “Big 
Hutch,” an alleged fraudulent stock 
promoter, now a, resident of New York 
City. 

. At the end of a long hearing this 
afternoon Governor Smith said thet 
because of the novel problem he would 
defer ‘decision. 

Hutchins was present with his coup- 
sel, Joseph Shalleck of New York 
City, and Harry Lutgens, private sec- 
fetary of thé California Governor, ap- 
peared in behalf of the application. 
Hutchins was extradited to Califor- 
nia from. New York in 1920, was con- 
victed of grand larceny in fraudulent 
stock promotion and.was sentenced to 
serve seven and a half years in San 
Quentin prison. 

Last August the California Parole 
Board .paroled Hutchins on condition 
that he return to New York State. The 
parole was revoked on Nov. 27 last by 
Governor Richardson, who asserted it 
had been obtained by fraud and mis- 
representation. and that Hutchins had 
not been sufficiently punished. 

Hutchins, who surrendered in New 
York City, would have been eligible for 
release on April 6, it is said, if he had 
continued to serve. his sentence with- 
out parole. He was admitted to bail 
in the sum .of $1,000. His.attorney 
told, the Governor the revocation of 
the parole was the outcome of a polit- 
ical fight between District Attorney 
Keyes of Los, Angeles County and the 
Governor. He said . Hutchins. was 
penniless and had a sick wife and two 
sons, one. in college. 

Governor Smith said there was noth- 
ing in the papers* to indicate that 
Hutchins’ knew anything ut fraud 
teing practiced on the Board.

Thomas W. Hynes, a leading Catho- 
lic layman of Brooklyn, who was 
made a Knight of St. Gregory by the 


Jjlate Pope Pius X in 1913, in recogni- 


tion of his charitable activities, died 
on Sunday night at his residence, 
1,882 Pacific Street, at the age of 82. 
A requiem mass will be said at the 
Church of Our Lady of Victory, 
Throop <Avenue and McDonough 
Street, at 9 A. M. on Thursday. Burial 
will be in Springfield, Mass. — 

Mr. Hynes had been President of 
the Particular Council of the St. Vin- 
cent ‘de Paul Society for more than 
fifty years. In 1880 he served on the 
Board of Education of the City of 
Brooklyn, and in 1886 was appointed 
Commissioner of Charities and Cor- 
rections there. He became age, per 4 
of Charitable Institutions 
Brooklyn Department of Finance mn 
1899, and Mayor Seth Low subsequent- 
ly made him Commissioner of Correc- 
tions in the greater city, which posi- 
tion hé held until 1903.

BURNED SAVING SON 


Both Leap From the Third Floor 
of Historic Mansion in 
Richmond. 


NURGE RESCUES CHILD OF 4 


Governor Makes Frantic Efforts to 
Enter Blazing Buliding—Many ° 
Relics Are Destroyed. 


RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 4 (%).—Mrs. 
B. Lee Trinkle, wife of the Governor 
of Virginia, was seriously burned ina 
spectacular fire which early today 
destroyed part of the State's historic 
executive mansion with its priceless 
relics, and the lives of its 
occupants. 

At’ the height .of the flames Mrs. 
Trinkle leaped from a window onthe 
third floor of the building, landing on 
the ground, and her 14-year-old son. 
E. .Liee Trinkle Jr., to whose rescue 
she had gone, leaped with her. 

Another son, four-year-old Billy, 
who with a Christmas sparkler had 
started the blaze, was rescued from 
the burning building by a nurse. 

Mrs. Trinkle was so seriously burned 
that surgical treatment will be neces- 
sary to relieve her suffering. She was 
burned about the face, ‘neck and arms. 
Neither she nor her son was wees by 
their leaps to the ground, but Mrs.
